REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the subject application are respectfully requested. 
Claims 1 and 4-8 are all the claims pending in the application. Applicant submits that all the 
pending claims define patentable subject matter. 

I. Summary of Office Action 

Claims 1, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
background of applicant's specification (hereby referred to as the background) in view of Xiao' 
et al. ("A Novel MC-2D-CDMA Communication Systems and Its Detection Methods" 2000 
IEEE International Conference on Communications, Publication Date: 2000 Volume 3, On 
pages(s): 1223-1227). 

Claims 3-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

II. Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

In the Office Action, the Examiner recognizes that claims 3-6 include allowable subject 
matter and indicates that claims 3-6 would be allowed if rewritten in independent form. 

By this Amendment, Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate features of claim 3 to 
expedite prosecution. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that amended claim 1 is patentable over the 
references. Claim 7 is patentable since claim 7 has been amended to include features analogous 
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to those of claim 1 . Dependent claim 8 is allowable at least by virtue of its dependency on claim 
1.
